DARLASTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1947. 

We  are  now  contemplating  a time  when  Local  Authorities 
of  a status  less  than  County  Boroughs  relinquish  many  duties 
to  the  larger  Local  Authorities.  When  one  considers  finance, 
I suppose  the  large  authority  has  much  to  commend  it  for  providing 
some  of  the  Public  Utilities,  but  in  matters  pertaining  to  medicine 
and  health,  while  there  is  a broad  view,  the  particular  or  individual 
is  always  foremost. 

Our  Country,  however,  is  perhaps  slow  to  throw  aside  some- 
thing that  is  working  at  all,  but  it  eventually  does  so  and  institutes 
something  else  that  looks  as  if  it  might  work  better.  However, 
in  the  framework  of  the  Bill  much  latitude  is  given  so  that  evolution 
of  a good  working  service  can  take  place. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  continued 
interest  and  support  for  my  Department  in  the  fulfilment  of  its 
duties. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  and  help  during  the 
year.

Darlaston  is  an  industrial  town.  One  third  of  its  area  is 
covered  by  Factories.  The  industries  are  varied,  but  the  majority 
are  connected  with  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industry.  Nuts  and  Bolts 
are  almost  synonymous  with  Darlaston. 

The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly 
supplied  me  with  the  following  Report  : — 

EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT,  1947. 

Darlaston  Urban  District. 

Apart  from  the  period  of  the  Fuel  Crisis  in  February  and  March 
employment  remained  steady  throughout  the  year,  the  industrial 
population  increasing  slightly. 

At  no  time  can  it  be  said  there  was  any  appreciable  number  of 
unemployed.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  eight 
men  and  five  women  registered,  none  of  whom  had  been  unemployed 
more  than  eight  weeks  ; in  December  the  figures  were  eight  men  and 
six  women.  The  peak  point  was  March  when  twenty  nine  men  and 
sixteen  women  were  registered  of  whom  twenty  men  and  live 
women  were  unemployed  more  than  two  weeks  but  less  than  eight 
weeks. 

The  tendency  throughout  the  year  was  for  the  numbers 
employed  to  increase  though  the  total  increase  was  not  large, 
one  hundred  and  sixty  four  ; in  the  staple  industries  the  number  of 
men  employed  increased  by  three  hundred  and  twenty  seven  but 
against  this  there  was  a reduction  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  three 
women.  These  figures  may  be  said  to  shew  the  movement  of  men 
from  the  Armed  Forces  to  civil  life,  and  the  women’s  figures  are 
typical  of  the  national  trend.

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It  will  be  noted  that  our  death  rate  in  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  is  56.3  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  41  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  figure  might  be  slightly  raised  artificially  by  the 
smaller  numbers  we  have  to  deal  with,  but  it  is  much  higher  than  the 
figure  we  aim  at.  Eight  of  the  24  deaths  in  infants  were  due  to 
prematurity. 

Ministry  of  Food  Vitamin  Products. 

The  average  take  up  of  the  potential  requirements  of  these 
products  in  Darlaston  for  Orange  Juice  varied  from  29%  to  41%  ; 
for  Cod  Liver  Oil  from  31  % to  43%  ; and  for  A.  and  D.  tablets  from 
48%  to  56%.

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Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  1947  the  Laboratory  was  transferred  from  the  County 
Council,  who  hitherto  supplied  the  Laboratory  facilities,  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Laboratory  is  still  housed 
in  the  County  Buildings  and  arrangements  for  the  investigation  of 
material  can  be  made  as  before. 


Nursing  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

By  the  time  this  Report  is  printed  the  hospitals  including 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  will  have  come  under  the  Regional 
Hospitals  Board. 

Home  Nursing. 

Home  Nursing  will  be  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  Ambulance  Service  will  also  be  provided  by  the  County 
Council. 

Midwives. 

The  midwives  of  the  district  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

Miss  Fecitt  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  go  to  Newfoundland 
to  be  married.  We  were  sorry  to  lose  her  services  but  wish  her 
happiness  for  the  future.  She  had  had  nursing  experience  in 
Newfoundland  and  her  accounts  of  the  work  there  made  us  realise 
how  good  are  our  provisions  of  medical  and  nursing  care  in  this 
Country,  provisions  we  largely  take  for  granted  and  which  the  New 
Health  Services  Bill  is  trying  to  improve.  The  Health  Visitors 
who  number  three  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. 

Number  immunised  during  1947,  aged  under  5 years  225 

Number  immunised  during  1947,  aged  5 — 45  years  25

Percentage  of  5 — 15  immunised  ...  ...  ...  79.6% 
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A few  more  children  under  five  years  of  age  than  last  year 
were  immunised,  but  the  number  is  still  not  satisfactory.  Again 
this  year  I have  to  record  that  there  was  a death  from  Diphtheria 
in  a child  under  live  years  of  age  who  had  not  been  immunised. 

Of  the  34  cases  suspected,  17  proved  on  further  investigation 
not  to  have  Diphtheria. 

I hope  all  parents  realising  the  benefit  of  having  their  children 
protected  against  Diphtheria  will  seek  this  instead  of  having  to  be 
constantly  urged  to  do  so  before  taking  the  child  to  be  immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

55  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year  showing 
an  increase  on  the  1946  figure,  namely  21.  23  cases  were  removed 

to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

Whooping  Gough. 

51  cases  were  notified  to  me.  In  1946,  18  cases  were  notified. 
Of  the  51  cases  three  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Measles. 

311  cases  were  notified  contrasting  markedly  with  7 in  1946. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  both  show  the  biennial  rise  known  to 
occur  in  these  diseases.  There  was  one  death  from  Measles. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

The  great  increase  in  incidence  throughout  the  Country  of 
this  disease  popularly  known  as  Infantile  Paralysis  made  us 
perhaps  particularly  vigilent  during  1947.  Five  cases  were  notified, 
but  one  of  these  was  not  verified  after  observation.  All  five  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Several  other  suspected  cases  were  seen 
in  consultation  but  another  diagnosis  was  possible.  Of  the  four 
cases  all  made  a good  recovery,  although  three  still  are  under 
observation  for  very  slight  residual  paresis.

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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  28  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  three  cases 
of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  to  me  for  the  first  time 
in  1947.  This  compared  with  27  Pulmonary  and  two  Non-Pul- 
monary  notified  in  1946. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  210  cases  on  the  register. 

There  were  15  deaths.  Of  these  12  were  in  rases  who  had  been 
notified  as  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3 as  Non-Pulmonary. 
In  six  of  the  deaths  the  primary  cause  of  death  was  given  as 
Tuberculous  Meningitis.  This  is  a high  percentage  of  the  total 
deaths.  Of  the  15  deaths,  nine  died  within  a year  of  being  notified, 
three  within  two  years  of  notification,  one  within  three  years  and 
one  within  four  years  of  notification. 

Small  Pox. 

In  1947  our  next-door  neighbour,  Bilston,  had  the  misfortune 
of  having  a small-pox  outbreak.  While  our  boundaries  march  our 
two  towns  must  be  fairly  self-contained  because  no  case  occurred 
in  this  town.  The  General  Practitioners  were  very  vigilant.  I 
saw  many  doubtful  cases  but  in  each  case  small-pox  could  be  ruled 
out.  We  had  several  contacts  of  cases  but  only  in  three  cases  was 
there  direct  contact,  and  in  one  of  these  very  close  contact,  viz  : 
the  contact  had  sat  for  about  an  hour  with  the  patient  who  had 
developed  a rash,  thought  to  be  a vaccination  rash.  Our  town 
was  lucky  to  escape,  but  our  luck  was,  in  no  small  measure,  due  to 
the  vigilance  of  the  Doctors  of  this  town,  and  our  neighbouring 
health  authorities,  and  they  deserve  the  thanks  we  offer  them. 

The  contacts  were  kept  under  observation  and  had  small-pox 
developed,  could  have  been  isolated  early.  It  was  gratifying  to 
find  the  conscientiousness  one  found  amongst  the  people.  In 
several  instances  people  had  sought  medical  advice  because  of  a 
slight  rash  although  feeling  perfectly  well.  They  did  so  in  case 
they  were  a menace  to  their  households  or  fellow  workers. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  one  case  of  Dysentery  during  the  year.  The  child 
was  attending  a Day  Nursery  in  another  district  and  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  diarrhoea  in  that  Nursery.  The  case  cleared  up 
quickly.  The  immediate  family  contacts  were  watched  and 
investigations  made,  but  they  remained  clear  of  infection. 

Scabies. 

During  the  year  cases  of  Scabies  in  17  families  were  seen. 
Most  cases  cleared  up  quickly. 
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Head  Louse  Infestation. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  position  of  head  louse  infestation. 
It  is  depressing  to  think  that  we  have  to  record  that  there  is  within 
our  midst  an  infestation  so  easy  to  eradicate  by  simple  measures. 

Housing. 

During  10-17,  the  number  of  new  houses  let  totalled  130,  of 
these  103  were  three  bedroomed,  25  were  four  bedroomed  and  two 
were  bungalows  for  Old  Age  Pensioners.  Re-lets  of  Council 
property  totalled  S3. 

On  the  assumption  that  a bad  house  is  better  than  none  we  are 
still  handicapped  in  getting  rid  of  our  bad  property.  Until  there  are 
the  new  houses  to  re-house  the  tenants  we  cannot  go  ahead.  By 
reason  of  its  industrial  nature  Darlaston  is  liable  to  provide  houses 
for  the  majority  of  its  families.  Because  they  cannot  afford  to 
pay  the  high  rents  necessitated  by  the  high  building  costs  of  the 
present  day,  some  form  of  subsidy  must  of  necessity  be  provided 
to  help  Darlaston  build  enough  to  re-house  its  people  at  rents  within 
the  scale  the  people  can  afford. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  came  into  force 
in  1947.  We  have  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  district. 
The  Regulations  are  a step  towards  the  safeguarding  of  consumers 
from  infections  likely  to  be  carried  by  ice  cream.  Owing  to 
difficulty  in  getting  plant  at  the  present  time  latitude  is  given  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  Regulations. 

Section  5 is  important  in  that  ice-cream  must  be  protected 
at  all  stages  of  its  manufacture,  storage  and  distribution  from 
dirt,  dust,  and  other  contamination.

Particulars  of  Sampling  during  1947. 

Food  and  Drugs  Samples. 

Sixteen  samples  of  milk  and  seventeen  of  general  foods  were 
taken  for  chemical  analysis,  one  of  general  foods  only  being  adverse- 
ly reported  on,  viz  /—Thick  Fruit  Sauce,  in  which  Sulphur  Dioxide 
was  present.  This  was  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  an 
understanding  given  by  the  manufacturers  to  revise  their  methods.

Water  Supply. 

The  Bentley  area  of  Darlaston  is  supplied  by  the  Wolver- 
hampton Town  Waterworks.  The  pressure  is  low  by  the  time  the 
water  reaches  Darlaston  and  the  supply  is  not  adequate.  Negotia- 
tions are  in  being  for  the  supply  to  be  increased  so  that  the  houses 
in  existence  and  those  which  will  be  built  in  the  future  should  have 
an  adequate  supply. 

The  rest  of  Darlaston  is  supplied  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company.  Routine  chemical  and  Bacteriological 
analysis  of  water  at  all  scources  of  supply  are  taken  monthly. 
Samples  of  water  in  Darlaston  are  also  taken  monthly  by  the 
Waterman  and  reports  sent  to  me.  The  supply  during  the  year 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality.

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The  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
Report  on  the  : — 

Sewage  Outfall  Works. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  at  the  above  works  is  treated  on 
the  Biological  Filtration  system,  the  flow  being  based  on  water 
consumption  of  25  gallons  per  day  for  a population  of  21,000  persons. 

All  the  sewage  and  storm  water  which  enters  the  works, 
discharges  into  a screening  and  detritus  chamber.  Up  to  three 
times  the  Dry  Weather  Flow  passes  through  the  primary  and 
secondary  sedimentation  tanks  and  septic  tanks.  Any  flow  in 
excess  of  three  times  Dry  Weather  Flow  passes  over  a storm  water 
overflow  and  discharges  into  the  storm  water  tanks. 

The  effluent  from  the  tanks  is  distributed  over  7 circular 
percolating  filters.  After  the  effluent  has  passed  through  the 
persolating  filters,  it  is  intercepted  by  humus  tanks  before  it  is 
finally  discharged  from  the  works  into  the  River  Tame. 

The  whole  of  the  sludge  from  the  tanks  except  the  humus 
tanks  is  pumped  into  specially  prepared  sludge  drying  beds  which 
have  an  ash  foundation.  Here  the  sludge  is  left  to  be  dried  by  the 
atmosphere.  Sludge  from  the  humus  tanks  is  pumped  back  to  the 
detritus  chamber  for  further  sedimentation.  Provision  is  also 
made  so  that  all  supernatant  water  is  returned  to  the  primary 
tanks  for  re-treatment. 

The  works  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  during 
the  past  year,  although  it  is  desirable,  when  circumstances  permit, 
that  a balancing  tank  should  be  provided  to  equalise  the  flow  on 
the  pumping  mains  and  thereby  prevent  sewage  being  discharged 
to  the  storm  water  tanks. 

Whilst  the  bulk  discharges  of  fuel  oil  and  trade  waste  have 
been  less  frequent  during  the  past  12  months,  yet  there  have  been 
several  occasions  when  heavy  discharges  of  spent  fuel  oil  have  had 
to  be  dealt  with'.  The  main  operational  difficulty  has  been  in 
obtaining  adequate  labour  particularly  on  the  sludge  removal 
section.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  URBAN 
DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  DARLASTON. 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration my  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district 
for  the  year  11)47. 

Despite  staff  difficulties  we  have  made  substantial  progress 
in  housing  work  and  it  has  been  possible  to  undertake  repair  work 
of  a substantial  character. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  replace  the  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector,  due  to  shortage  of  qualified  inspectors  and  the  unattrac- 
tive salary  offered.  However,  we  were  fortunate  in  the  return  of 
Mr.  Anderson  from  the  Forces  who  qualified  later  in  the  year  and 
was  duly  appointed  Additional  Inspector.  The  junior  pupil  and 
clerk  (Mr.  Rowbotham)  is  still  away  on  military  duties  and  has  not 
been  replaced.  Miss  E.  Hardman  left  your  services  in  February 
and  was  replaced  by  Miss  B.  Ordidge. 

Owing  to  these  shortages  and  the  increased  burdens  imposed 
by  the  Civil  Building  Regulations,  Mr.  Timmins  was  appointed  in 
November  principally  to  help  with  the  work  entailed  by  carrying 
out  the  duties  under  the  Regulations  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Works. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  130  houses  had  been  completed  and 
occupied,  a fairly  satisfactory  accomplishment,  but  falling  far 
short  of  what  is  required  to  meet  our  needs  to  cater  for  the  natural 
growth  of  the  population,  slum  clearance  and  overcrowding. 
Although  we  have  done  much  to  deal  with  the  worst  cases  of 
overcrowding,  the  need  is  great  for  houses  for  young  couples 
living  with  in-laws  and  friends,  there  being  a matter  of  1,017  such 
families,  that  is,  nearly  one  in  every  five  houses  with  a sub-tenant. 

If  we  are  to  cope  with  these  cases  and  also  make  provision 
for  families  living  in  unfit  houses  within  a reasonable  measure  of 
time,  more  substantial  progress  will  be  needed  in  providing  new 
dwellings,  and  the  figure  of  130  will  need  to  be  much  improved 
upon. 
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We  have  a matter  of  766  houses  which  fall  below  a reasonable 
standard  of  fitness,  many  of  which  have  remained  up  far  too  long 
and  . which  no  manner  of  reconstruction  or  repair  would  provide 
a satisfactory  result.  In  this  typically  Black  Country  area  there 
are  many  houses  erected  during  the  period  of  industrial  develop- 
ment, jerry  built  and  worn  out,  which  have  reached  the  stage  of 
disintegration  and  on  which  we  have  had  no  option  but  to  deal 
with  under  Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act.  The  owners  themselves, 
in  many  instances  are  only  to  pleased  to  be  relieved  of  the  liability 
for  maintaining  them,  and  it  is  in  many  rases  a real  financial 
liability  and  loss. 

The  Council  has  obviously  given  careful  attention  to  the 
question  of  unfitness,  and  having  due  regard  to  the  general  housing 
situation  in  the  area,  and  notwithstanding  the  continued  acute 
housing  shortage,  have  decided  that  demolition  of  these  premises 
is  the  only  course  to  be  taken.  In  several  instances  roofs  have 
collapsed  and  the  premises  have  had  to  be  hurriedly  vacated,  the 
building  being  eventually  demolished. 

Although  our  activities  have  been  confined  to  individual 
houses  only,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  action  under  Part  III  of 
the  Act,  which  is  precluded  at  the  moment  owing  to  the  housing 
position  and  the  Ministry’s  views  with  regard  to  Slum  Clearance 
and  holding  of  Inquiries,  and  the  fact  that  the  existing  subsidies 
for  rehousing  fall  far  short  of  what  is  required  to  rehouse  these 
families  at  rents  which  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

The  families  from  these  houses,  practically  all  of  the  two- 
bedroomed  type,  are  small  in  number  and  include  the  lowest  rated 
wage  earner.  If  the  economic  position  of  the  family  is  not  to  be 
seriously  affected,  rents  will  have  to  be  substantially  reduced  by 
providing  houses  of  a smaller  type  and  by  way  of  increased  sub- 
sidies.

In  the  same  period  32  families  have  been  rehoused  from 
condemned  properties  and  two  from  acquired  properties,  making 
34  houses  in  all  and  a total  of  1 13  persons. 

The  Council  has  allocated  one  house  in  live  for  Slum  Clearance, 
but  the  policy  of  exchanges  to  relieve  overcrowding  has  enabled 
83  other  Council  houses  to  be  relet.  It  has  also  been  possible  by 
arrangement  with  owners  of  privately  owned  houses  to  select 
suitable  tenants  from  our  lists  of  applicants  for  these  houses  from 
which  we  have  moved  families  to  relieve  overcrowding  and  slum 
clearance. 

This  policy,  operated  as  far  back  as  1938,  has  proved  of 
inestimable  value  in  catering  for  at  least  60%  more  families 
inadequately  housed  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case, 
and  has  correspondingly  reduced  our  requirements  for  new  houses. 


The  housing  position  however  is  still  acute  as  the  following 
schedule  which  has  been  brought  up  to  date  will  show,  indicating 
a need  for  1934  houses. 

The  figure  of  766  does  not  represent  finality  in  our  housing 
programme,  (as  600  additional  houses  have  been  scheduled)  but 
only  what  we  were  hoping  to  accomplish  in  the  next  seven  to  eight 
years,  given  satisfactory  housing  progress.

On  February  1 1th  and  12th  of  this  year  a public  inquiry  was  • 
held  into  the  application  of  the  Council  for  the  acquisition  of 
approximately  218  acres  of  land  at  Bentley  and  which  was  sub- 
subsequently  approved  by  the  Ministry.  It  is  hoped  to  commence 
building  operations  early  in  1948.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress  ;

UNFIT  HOUSES.

It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  extreme  measures 
with  regard  to  some  of  our  unfit  dwelling  houses,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  structurally  defective,  lacking  in  essential 
amenities,  and  beyond  the  stage  when  repairs  could  be  carried  out 
under  Section  9 at  a cost  which  could  be  considered  reasonable. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  rehousing  of  the  families  occupying 
these  houses,  the  Council  has  approved  of  a Resolution  allocating 
one  in  every  five  new  houses  for  Slum  Clearance  and  during  the

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CIVIL  BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  Health  Department  has  the  responsibility  for  dealing 
with  all  repair  and  maintenance  work  under  these  Regulations- 
licences  and  priority  certificates — and  the  checking  and  super- 
vision of  work  carried  out  under  licence  or  otherwise. 

The  duties  involved  necessitated  the  appointment  in  November 
of  a Building  Licensing  Inspector,  as  extension  of  Control  of 
Materials  and  the  increase  in  the  work  proved  beyond  the  capacity 
of  the  staff  available. 

Under  the  Control  of  Building  Operations  Order,  1947,  dated 
15th  January,  1947,  the  “ free  ” allowances  up  to  £10  were  extended 
for  six  months  up  to  the  1st  July  with  a non-cumulative  allowance 
of  42  in  any  one  month.  These  financial  limits  were  further 
extended  by  Circular  No.  131/47,  until  the  31st  January,  1948. 

Local  Authorities  were  empowered  to  issue  licences  on  behalf 
of  the  Minister  for  the  following  classes  of  Civil  Building  work  : — 

(a)  All  licensable  work  costing  less  than  £100. 

( b ) All  work  to  private  dwellings  without  limitation  of  cost. 

1 he  Regulations  have  not  caused  any  hold-up  in  repair  and 
maintenance  work  to  house  property,  as  licences  are  issued  auto- 
matically when  Sanitary  Notices  have  been  placed  on  the  properties, 
and  no  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  as  regards  materials 
and  labour,  there  are  a number  of  jobbing  builders  capable  of 
maintenance  work  and  who  are  not  interested  in  the  erection  of 
new  houses.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 


99  visits  have  been  made  to  infectious  cases  for  necessary 
investigation. 

128  premises  have  been  disinfected  after  infectious  or  other 
complaints,  27  being  for  verminous  conditions. 

Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  the  case  of  10  deaths 
from  I .B.,  and  bedding  was  either  destroyed  or  steam  disinfected. 

D.D.J.  solutions  have  continued  to  be  used  for  disinfestation 
work  and  also  D.D.T.  atmospheric  vapour — the  latter  principally 
for  infestation  other  than  bugs. 


Fumigation  by  formalin  is  used  in  infectious  cases. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

31  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  31,275  gallons 
of  motor  spirit. 

Storage  in  all  cases  is  by-  underground  storage  tanks  with 
supply  by  pump,  both  mechanical  and  electric.  Of  the  quantities 
mentioned  above,  10,250  gallons  represent  petrol  for  re-sale,  the 
remainder  being  stored  by  industrial  firms  in  connection  with  their 
own  road  transport. 

Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium 
(a  total  of  16  cwts.),  and  confined  to  use  in  connection  with  acety- 
lene welding  plant. 

Three  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
9,500  gallons  of  cellulose.  Special  storage  was  provided  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Cellulose  Regulations.  Two 
additional  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  800  gallons  of 
petroleum  and  two  licences  covering  the  storage  of  2,500  gallons 
were  cancelled. 

The  attention  of  several  occupiers  of  garage  and  coachwork 
premises  has  been  drawn  to  the  requirements  of  the  Cellulose 
Regulations,  as  they  were  not  being  observed  either  with  regard  to 
storage  or  safety  measures  in  the  workshops.  Improvements 
have  in  most  cases  been  effected. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  arrangements  under  which  bins  are  supplied  to  owners 
of  private  property  has  continued  during  1947,  enabling  them  to 
replace  defective  bins  speedily  and  at  a much  reduced  cost,  as 
they  are  ordered  in  bulk  for  re-sale  and  for  our  own  houses. 

534  bins  have  been  supplied  during  the  year,  302  to  privately 
owned  houses  and  232  to  Council  houses. 

I still  feel  that  this  is  a service  which  should  be  entirely  under 
the  Council’s  control,  the  Local  Authority  replacing  such  receptacles 
when  necessary  and  charging  for  this  service  through  the  Rate 
Demands.  1 he  cost  per  house  per  year  would  be  small  and  would 
relieve  us  of  considerable  supervision  and  administrative  work  in 
checking  and  service  of  notices. 

The  work  of  refuse  removal  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Council’s  Surveyor  and  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Public  Works 
Superintendent. 

The  salvage  of  waste  materials  is  also  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  this  work,  the  sorting  and  baling  being  located  at  the  tip  at 
Wolverhampton  Street. 
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The  method  of  disposal  of  domestic  wastes  is  by  controlled 
tipping  and  as  little  tipping  area  as  possible  is  kept  exposed,  as  a 
result  of  which  there  has  been  little  cause  for  complaint. 

The  lips  are  well  away  from  residential  areas  and  they  receive 
frequent  visits  and  treatment  by  our  rodent  operative.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

Ten  persons  have  been  licenced  under  the  above  Act  during 
the  year. 

There  has  been  no  slaughtering  of  animals  on  licensed  premises, 
all  meat  being  delivered  for  resale  and  manufacturing  purposes 
under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

All  cottagers  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  by  the  humane 
killer,  the  operation  being  carried  out  by  licensed  slaughtermen. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Royal  Humane  Society  for  the  gift 
of  the  humane  killer  and  for  the  supply  of  cartridges. 

The  condition  under  which  meat  was  being  distributed  came 
in  for  severe  criticism  during  the  year  as  the  vehicles  being  used 
for  the  purpose  were  most  unsatisfactory  as  regards  their  construc- 
tion and  their  dilapidated  and  unhygienic  condition. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  Area  Meat 
Officer  as  a result  of  which  two  vehicles  were  removed  from  service 
and  general  improvements  put  in  hand  immediately  as  regards  the 
type  of  vehicles  used  and  general  interior  arrangements.  I under- 
stand that  containers  will  in  future  be  used  for  offals,  which  is  I 
think  a much  desired  innovation. 

The  quality  of  meat  for  manufacturing  purposes  still  continues 
to  be  of  very  poor  quality  and  is  far  below  the  standard  we  have 
been  accustomed  to  accept  previously  even  during  the  war  years. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

There  is  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  Tlu 
premises  in  question  have  not  been  used  for  this  purpose  during  the 

year.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  the  duties  under  the 
above  Act  have  been  delegated  to  the  District  Council,  who  are 
indirectly  responsible  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Infestation  Division). 

On  compliance  with  certain  conditions  (inclusive  of  Rodent 
Control  in  sewers,  refuse  dumps  and  other  public  service  properties, 
etc.)  a reimbursement  of  30%  of  the  cost  from  the  Ministry  is 
received.  However,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  reports  were 
made  by  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  and  discussions  took 
place  with  a view  to  changing  the  basis  of  interim  grant  aid. 
These  changes  had  not  been  published  prior  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  in  any  case  would  only  affect  financial  arrangements  for  the 
year  commencing  1st  April,  1948. 

Also  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Infestation  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 


The  measures  of  control  for  eradicating  rats  and  mice  are 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Department,  who  employ  a rodent 
operator  whose  services  are  partly  covered  by  a grant. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  reimbursement  from  the  Ministry  a 
further  maintenance  was  carried  out  to  the  sewers  between  the 
25th  March,  1947,  and  the  14th  May,  1947,  when  91  manholes  were 
test  baited  throughout  the  district  (much  more  than  10%  as  re- 
quired by  the  Ministry  Regulations).  Out  of  these,  1 1 manholes 
showed  pre-bait  take,  and  in  consequence  80  manholes  were 
poison  baited.  22  pre-bait  takes  were  recorded  during  the  poison 
baiting,  out  of  which  only  one  manhole  showed  complete  take. 

As  will  be  observed  there  was  only  slight  infestation  which  is 
most  satisfactory  as  lar  as  this  Authority  is  concerned.  The  base 
used  was  sausage  rusk,  and  the  poison — zinc  phosphide — as  in 
the  previous  year.  Only  two  men  were  employed  at  this  work 
and  in  consequence  treatment  was  extended. 

During  the  year  frequent  systematic  treatments  have  been 
carried  out  at  the  Wolverhampton  Street  and  James  Bridge  refuse 
tips  and  the  sewage  works.  In  all  25  private  and  works  premises 
have  been  treated  for  rats  and  mice,  and  in  every  case  satisfactory 
results  followed.
